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Kentucky  is  also  fortunate  to  have  acquired  a  heroic- 
sized  sculpted  head  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  a  striking  new 
work  by  Robert  Berks  titled  "Meet  Mr.  Lincoln."  The 
acquisition  of  this  great  sculpture  is  an  important 
beginning  for  Kentucky  in  reclaiming  its  Lincoln 
Heritage.  The  spirit  of  Lincoln,  powerfully  invoked  by 
Mr.  Berks'  new  work,  counters  the  caricatures  of  the 
awkward,  whiskered  man  in  the  oversized  black  coat 
and  tall  hat,  and  inspires  the  image  of  the  Great 
Emancipator.

Robert  Berks  is  one  of  the  most  ' 
celebrated  artists  in  the  world.  His  first 
rendition  of  Lincoln,  his  "Gettysburg 
Lincoln,"  was  established  by  Congress 
in  1959  as  the  official  portrait  of  the 
Lincoln  Sesquicentennial  year.  His 
monument  to  Albert  Einstein  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  attracts  12  million 
visitors  a  year.
